Yefterday, advice was received from Briftol. of the Queen, 
Stavely ; Rodney, Churnfide ; .. Walp, Longdon; and the 
Thetis, Johnfon, being arrived at that port from Jamaica.

off Cape Clear, and bring the following inxelligence : That a 
few days after they left Port Royal, they met with an excted- 
ing hard gale of wind, which difperfed the figet very much, and 
drove near fixty fail to leeward, with the Princefs Royal, Ra-: 
millies, Torbay, and Prince William men of war; the other 
divifion confifting of about ninety-five fail, under convoy of the 
Albion, Ruby, and Janys men of war,-fortunately got thro’ 
the paffige.
